Free Trade Issue 


to Front in Britain 


London, Oct. 8—(A.P.)—The 


issue of free trade today was 
placed squarely before the im- 
perial conference by the pre- 
miers of the dominions. 


Prime Minister 
Bennett of 


Canada, opened the session with 
a proposal of dominion prefer- 
ences designed to protect British 
trade and that of his own people 
and was closely followed by Pre- 
mier Soullin of. Australia, who 
declared the dominions had al- 
ready accepted to a large ex- 
tent th eprinciple of imperial 
preferential tariffs. 


Premier Soullin went a step 


further by declaring it the duty 
of the present conference to af- 
firm the maintenance of that 
principle and the extension of 
its operation. Mr. Bennett had 
said the time had come for "ac- 
tion on empire preference and 
there .was neither possibility of 
avoiding it nor room-1 for cpm- 
promlse on the issue.

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Enroute to the Holy Lands 


Interesting Description of Trip'Now Being Made by 


Rev. and Mrs. C. L Stephenson, of This City. 


September 6, 1930. 


To the Editor: — 


To describe briefly all the places visited during the past week 


would be a Herculean task. Therefore, in this and the next epistle 
I shall tell about a few of the cities seen. 


The first expedition of the week was to Hebron, Meresha-Gath, 


the valley of Elah, Bethshemish and Kirjath-Jearim. 


Hebron does not detain one very long. T,he traditional cave^of 


Machpelah is here, but the Moslems have it under lock and key. 
Hebron, from antiquity,, has been a manufacturing city. We spent 
most of our time visiting the glass-blowers whose ancestors back 
to the eleventh century have made the famous Hebron glass, the 
pottery which has been in operation since Patriarchal days; also 
;Jje weavers of sack-cloth. 


From Hebron we drove thru ;the Valley of Eshcol from which 


the spies carried back the grapes in order to prove the fertility of 
Canaan. The valley 4s still noted both for the quantity and qual- 
ity of its grapes. We purchased four pounds for a half-piastre 
(2i cents). 


Our arrival in the valley that contains Meresha-Gath, Micah's 


birthplace, was at dusk, the most beautiful time of the day in 
Palestine. The shepherds were coming down from the hills with 
their sheep. The shepherd spends the day alone with his sheep, 
but at night the shepherds bring-their flocks together. We esti- 
mated that there must have been 2000 sheep in the combined 
flock. 
We were sorry we could not be present in the morning 


when each shepherd goes off a distance from the sheep and calls 
his-own. The vast flock then divides — the shepherd knows his 
sheep and the sheep his voice. 


I wanted to secure a shepherd's staff, not from a souvenir store, 


but from 'a shepherd in the field. When we asked a shepherd lad 
to sell us a staff, he protested, "No, no, I need the staff to comfort 
my sheep," using the identical word of the Shepherd Psalm: "Thy 
rod and Thy staff shall comfort me." 


It was a delightful experience to arrive at Micah's village 


(Maresha-Gath) at-the close of day. The men of the little village 
were on the threshing floor waiting for the strong evening breeze 
to begin before starting the process of winnowing the grain. Most 
of the winnowing is done at night because of the stronger wind 
to blow the chaff away. 


Modern civilization has not touched this isolated village. Not 


many tourists get so far off the beaten path. No one tried to sell 
us souvenirs and no one proffered his services as a guide. On the 
iireshihg floor we chatted (by means of an interpreter) with the 
friendly folk of the village that gave to the world one of its great- 
est characters. In a day of human sacrifice, Micah proclaimed a 
God of righteousness whom nothing- could satisfy except justice, 
mercy and humility. After two and a half miHeniiiins.- Bio finer 
sentence could be found to adorn the walls of the Library of Con- 
fess at Washington,- than the words of Micah, "What doth the 
Lord require of thee but to do justly and to love mercy and to walk 
humbly with thy God."- Micah 6-8. 


Beyond Micah's village lies the Valley of Elab, where David had 


combat with the Philistine giant. The setting is perfect. We may 
argiie about authorship and quibble over problems of exegesis, but 
whoever-wrote the Bible and for whatever purftose, the land fits 
the narrative perfectly.

taken by the Kine and the Ark to Kirjath-Jearim. In the latter 
town the ark rested for 20 years before David took it up to his 
new shrine on Zion.
